Outario lost the ball on & fumble on
her own 20 yard line. Three line
bucks, & short forward pass and a
wide end run put the ball over the
Ountario goul Hne for a touchdown,
Nam missad the goal by three
yards and the scors was 6 to 0,

Just a little while later, after On-
tario had carried the ball to Nampa's
five yard linoe on & march down the
flold, durlng which Ontarlo bad cov-
orod 80 yards, with Thayer, Kanyid
and Maddux negotlating the yardage
ol slmost every play, Hugh Higgs
wutit iIn to the game when Thayer
wis laid out by the roughiog of
Armitage, the Nampa conter who
played back on defense, On his st
play Dggs was coharged with un-
neconsary roughnoss when he- kneod
Armjtage and Ontario was pennlized
16 yards, That spolled the chunee
to oven the score and Ontario lost
the hall. On wp of thin Ontnrio
fumbled the long punt which fol-
luwed and Nampa rocovered the hall
on Ontario’s 30 yard lne to which
polnt It had rolled,

Nampa maode first down on two
Moe bucks anG then lost the ball on
a fumble, After Maddux made @
yurds and Kanyld 2 and Dunton fall-
ol to galn, Sulllvan, Ontario's quart-
or oledted to Lry for the 2 yards
needed on & lHone buck and lost, It
was Nampa's ball on the 1§ yard
line.

On the next play, Houtettler for
Nampa, tossed a forward puass to
Compton just as he crossed the goal
line. Compton kicked moal. That
enided Numpa's scoring.

It alwo seemod to be all the of-
fonse the Junction Clity boys had for
they made but a total of 24 yards in
the pocond half,
